The Turkish plenipotentiaries ar- 


rived at Mudros early this week and 
an armistice was signed yesterday. 


The announcement of the capture of 


the Turkish forces on the Tigris fol- 
lows: 


"The hard fiRhting on the Tigris, 


which began Oct. -1, ended on the 30th 
with the capture of the. entire Turkish 
force opposed to us on that river. The 
prisoners are estimated at about 7000, 
with much mateerial.V 


Turkey entered the war in Novem- 


ber, 19M, when she severed diplomatic 
relations with Great firil.iln, franco 
and Russia. She is the second o't the 
central powers to ask the ai'.ies lor an 
armistice, Bulgaria having been given 
an armistice, which led to uncondition- 
al surrender, barely four weeks ago. 


Military operations began 
against 


Turkey on Nov. 5, and Great Britain 
annexed the island of Cyprus. Turkey 
entered the war only a few day$ after 
the German warships Breslini nnd Ooe- 
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ben had sought shelter in 
tho Dar- 


danelles, which was at once blockaded 
by the allied fleet. In April, 1915. al- 
lied troops wero landed on the Galli- 
poli 
peninsula, but 
the 
eampaisn 


failed and the troops \vcre withdrawn 
in December of the same year.

former Hungarian premier, has been 
Killed by a soldier, according to a 
Budapest telegram today. The count 
fell victim to a revolver shot while he 
was out walking. 


Count Tlsza Has long been one of the 


storm centres of Hungarian politics. It 
has been charged that he was one of 
the four mea responsible lor the w<<r 
and that he instigated the assassina- 
tion of Archduke Ferdinand. 


A Magyar and Hungarian to tha 


core, he was pro-German and aimed 
constantly at the supremacy of Hun- 
gary over Austria: 
He was born In 


aS61, the youngest 
son of Kalman 


Tlsza, a leading Hungarian statesman 
who gave Hungary a consolidated gov- 
ernment. 


Count Tlsza was premier of Hungary 


from 1303 to 1905, and from June 0, 
1913, to May 23. 1917. He was the cea- 
tro of many riotous scenes in the Hun- 
garian parliament and in 1913 fousnt 
at least three duels with political op- 
ponents. In January of that year he 
wounded Count Sl'ichae! Karolyl, a life- 
long and bitter opponent, in a duel at 
Budapest. 
Up to his retirement from 


the premiership, he was opposed to the 
pacifists in Hungary. 


Within the last year, however, ho 


has urged peace and in a speech Oct. 1J 
he declared he no longer had hopes fov 
an Austro-German victory. 


'An unsuccessful attempt was maJa 


to assassinate him in Budapest in 
Oct. 17.

The fixed ex- 
penses of every individual include the 
cost of shelter, that Is rent, or taxes 
and upkeep cost on property, food, fuel, 
light, clothing. If the scale of living 
in moderately high the fixed expenses 
will add insurance, amusements, edu- 
cation and transportation expenses.
